The 
inflammation is caused usually b y 
infection with some sort of germ, 
b ut it may b e cau.^ed b y a chemi­ 
cal or b y sunb urn.

It is astonishing to think how little

I one of the early American occulists 
I w-as that a patient consulted him 
i^ i t h a cinder in the eye. 
It had 
b een there long enough so that in- 
Tlammation and ulceration had set 
in. 
The 
occulist 
asked 
him 
in 
; astonishm ent why he had not con* 
suited a physician. 
I did,” replied the patient, men- 
jtioning the name of a general prac­ 
titioner. 
“Three visits.” 
“W hat did he do for you?” 
“Gave me three rounds of castor 
oil.” 
The first scientific study of eye 
disease was b egun when the E ng­ 
lish 
soldiers 
reiuriied 
from 
the 
Napoleonic wars with chronic con­ 
junctivitis—trachom a—acquired 
in 
the campaigns in PZgypt and Spain. 
None of the b lnglish doctors was 
prepared 
to 
treat 
them, 
so 
two 
young physicians decided to specia­ 
lize in the eye, and they founded 
the hospital—Moorfields, in London 
—which today is still one of thf 
greatest eye hospitals in the wxuld. 
Due to Germ 
Simple, acute pink eye usually is 
due to the pneuraococcus. a cousin 
of the germ that causes pneumonia, 
and is treated b y simple measures 
of cleansing with salt solution or 
b oric acid solution, and b y antisep­ 
tics such as optochin or mercury or 
acroflavine. 
Silver 
preparations 
such as argyrol should not b e used 
except under a physician’s advice, 
and should not b e continued for a 
long time, as they produce staining 
of the skin. 
Chronic conjunctivitis or 
recur­ 
rent conjunctivitis may b e due to 
repeated styles or infection of the 
hair follicles of the eyelid.

can 
b e 
reduced 
or 
prevented 
b y 
b rushing 
the 
edge

with a weak (five percent) solution 
of alcohol with 
a 
camel's 
hair 
b rush. 


A form of conjunctivitis picked 
up in swimming pools has b een de- 
scrib ed, and yields b est to the ap­ 
plication of two percent quinine b is- 
nlphate ointment. 
Foieign b odies, such as cinders, 
b ring on an acute condition of in­ 
flammation which is agonizing to 
the victim. Attempts to relieve this 
b efore calling a doctor are usually 
in order. 
For 
this 
a 
drop 
of 
castor 
oil 
in the eye is advised 
b y Doctor 
Henry S. 
Gradle

oil

heavv 
enough so that it frequently carries 
the cinder to the corner of the eyo 
where it can easily b e removed. 
If 
this 
does 
not 
work, 
roll 
a 
clean piece of surgical cotton on a 
toothpick or match and dip it into 
sterile b oric acid solution. Cinders 
usually lodge in the upper lid, so 
Jthat should b e rolled b ack over the 
toothpick and if the cinder can b e 
.seen, deftly jdcked off on the moist­ 
ened cotton. 
If unsuccessful this way you hav© 
done all that is safe in the way of 
household surgery. 
In such a case, 
or if the cinder is emb edded on the 
•glassy part of the eyeb all, get a 
doctor who will deaden the eyeb all
